Some of these papers are disseminated to the economic and the 
intelligence communities. Treasury also participates in the 
preparation and coordination of various national and interagency 
intelligence products.

participation in various intelligence community activities in- 
cluding Treasury's participation in the national intelligence 
production process. He is also responsible for ensuring that 
material produced within the intelligence community of importance 
to the Secretary and other Treasury officials is made available. 
Within his office (ONS) a small group prepares daily briefings 
on major international developments for the Secretary, other 
Treasury officials and senior officials from other departments 
and Agencies concerned with international economic policy. These 
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include the Economic Counselor to the President, members of the 
President's Council of Economic Advisers, the Executive 


Director of the Council on International Economic Policy , the 

President's Special Trade Representative, the Secretary of 

Commerce, the Chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, and the 

Director of the Federal Energy Administration. 

3 . The two offices within Treasury which produce the bulk 

of economic information and analysis related to international 
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affairs are the Office of International Affairs (OASIA) and the
